Discharged Men Refuse to Make 
Statement; Threats Are 


Rumored 


Seething indignation seemed the 
keynote yesterday wherever discus- 
sion came up over the action Monday 
night of the city council in disharg- 
ing six officers and six men of the 
Richmond fire department. 4 

It was understood that attorneys 
were being consulted over the possi- 
bility of taking legal steps and that 
the eity,, council wag coming in for: 
severe ¢fiticism. * : 

An «undercurrent of resentment 
made itself evident against the sum- 
mary dismissal of the men and |. 
threats ranging from rumors of a 
demand far a public hearing and a 
recall were theard. 

So far no definite action has been 
taken. Those on the fire department 
who were ordered to turn ih their 
resignations, effective June 1, refused 
to give out any statements as to 
their probable course of action, if 
any. J. W. Stevens, chief of the bu- 
reau of fire iprevention, Nationa} 
Board of Fire Underwriters, who 
wag chairman of the board which re- 
turned the report causing the dis- 
missal of the men, came in for his 
share of condemnation. 

Charges of favoritism toward Fire 
Chief Roy Lemodin were among the 
most frequent made akaihst Stevens. 
It was also reported that the contents 
of the statement given the council 
by Stevens Was known to certain 
members of the fire department last 
Friday, and that petitions were circu- 
lated. asking the men to urge the re- 
instatement cf Chief Lenioin. A sec- 
ond petition asking them to agree to 
work 24 hours if a large number of 
the crew ‘were discharged, also was 
said to have been circulated. 

Thirteen vacancies on the fire de- 
partment must be filled by June 1 
if the council’; ‘edict ig carried out 
as Chief Lemoin’s resignation also is 
effective on that date. City Manager 
Ji A, MeVittie stated yesterday that 
steps ‘would be taken to fill the va- 
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cancies as rapidly as possible in cr- 


der that the force of 42 men and 
officer, might not be lessened and 
thereby increase the fire hazard. 

Of the men discharged many have 
had long terms of service with the 
Richmond fire department, some 
being emiployees of the city for the 
past 14 years.

An exhibition will be given this 
afternoon at the Palace billiard hall 
by Katherine Haywood, world cham- 
pion balkline billiardist and Aray 
Bos, Holland’ champion. The * first 
exhibition will be given at 4 o'clock, 
and a second at 8 o'clock.

“This is not an administration 
measure. It makes no. difference 
whether. you are backing the city 
council or city officials, for they 
have nothing to do with the bath- 
house, except as private citizens. The 
council was asked to, call the 
election by a petition signed by more 
than 1200 qualified voters.” 

Asked to explain why only $54,000 
had at first been asked for the bath- 
house, while the present election is 
for an $85,000 bond issue, Judge Hall 
pointed out that numerous improve- 
ments had been made in the plans 
for the project, that the pool would 
be larger than at first planned and 
would be tile lined, and that the cost 
of the salt water line from the bay 
had not been figured in the original 
estimate, nor had arrangements been 
made* for sanitary conditions such 
as are now planned and are insisted 
upon by the state board of health. 

“The pool will be 60 by 160 feet, 
and will be one of the largest en- 
closed swimming pools about the 
bay,” he declared. 

It also was again pointed out that 
Richmond would derive hugh adver- 
tising value from such a bathhouse 
and that the paffonage would be 
sufficient to more than pay for all 
costs, including those of the bonds. 
‘This will be the third time that 
the bathhouse measure has been 
voted upon, both previous times 
failing by only a. few votes of re- 
ceiving the necessary two-third ma- 
jority. Proponents of the issue feel 
confident of success today, pointing 
out that for the first time citizens 
have a clear idea of the true valne 
of the bathhouse.
